The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 ,84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Reference numeral 24 as shown in Figs. 1 and 4; Reference numeral 25 as 
shown in Fig, 4; Reference numeral 300 as shown in Fig. 6. 

Conrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

missing from the amended paragraph.

Claim 1 , line 9, "joint portion" should read -joint assembly--. 

Claim 1 , lines 11-14. it appears that "said first disk member" (line 11) should read 
-said second disk member- and "said second disk member" (line 13) should read -said 
first disk member-. Applicant should be consistent with that shown and disclosed for 
Figs. 1 and 2. For example, Fig. 2 shows second disk 10 that includes the spring 
biased ball plunger 28, not the first disk as recited in claim 1 . Applicant is respectfully 
recuested to review all claims now for clarity and consistency concemino this obiection . 

Claim 2, line 3, "removable" should read -removably-. 

Appropriate correction is required.
